Hello and Aloha! 


The recent info on the 14AVQ reminded me 

about my 20 year old model. I wanted to clean 
it up and if the traps were no longer any good, 
I was planning to replace them with coax tuned 
traps. Well, the original traps were OK. After 
cleaning up the antenna and slightly retuning 
for the CW ends of 40-20-15-10m, I've 

deployed the antenna on many beach and 
mountain camping trips. 


One antenna configuration using the 14AVQ 
included a tuned counterpoise at about 8 ft of 
the ground. The 14AVQ was clamped to the 

top of 8 or 9 £t pole held in position with 
small dacron rope. The tuned c'poise was an 

80 thru 10m dipole with one set of traps at 
7050 kHz. This dipole was suspended at about 

8 ft with its center at the base of the 14AVQ. 
When using the vertical, the multiband dipole 
elements are tied to coax-shield ground. Then 
when I want only the horizontal antenna, I 
switch the coax to the center of the multiband 
dipole elements. I QRP DX with the 14AVQ/ 
multiband c'poise and check into Hawaii state 
nets on 80-40m with the multiband dipole. 


I learned from my camping trips here in Hawaii, 
it pays to have two antennas. Sometimes one 


works better than the other. Propagation and 
Grayline factors considered.

Much has been made of the freq. range and tuning linearity of the 38 
special. I've looked at the voltage vs. frequency chart, and have 
done some further calculations. 


10% voltage yields 48% of frequency -- almost ideal for an audio 
taper pot, which according to the QRP handbook, type Z will give 10% 
resistance at the pot's midpoint. The question I have is whether 
the resistance and voltage is proportional, or logrithmic in nature. 
I'm also interested in the range -- as resistance increases, does 
voltage increase or decrease? If resistance and voltage move the 
same direction, audio taper would be darn near manditory, IMHO. 


Mouser sells an audio taper slide pot that I may try for my next 


(fully tricked out) 38 Special (part number is 312-9700-10K for the 
expensive 10K pot, and 312-9000-value for 10K, 50K and 100K audio 
tapers in the cheap versions (half the price, around $5). 


Also, I understand the capacitance/inductance combination in the 
tuning diode and inductor L1 determine the freq. coverage. Ifa 
trimcap is added, would it be best added to the inductor or the 
diode? I may build in the trimcap so I can set the low frequency 
from the beginning, rather than undoing and adding it in after 
initial construction. 


If adding a trimcap, what would be the preferred capacitance range? 
Mouser sells 1.5-3pF up to 8.0-50pF. Will 8pF possibly be too much? 
Would a 4.2-20pF range work better? 


Thanks for the advice -- the next one will (if I do it right!) bea 
showpiece, I hope. Planning, planning, and planning.

Here's a really inexpensive beam antenna for 40m. It's based 
on an idea from Jesse, W6KKT. It essentially takes the power 
from one side of a vertical and focuses it toward the other 
side for a 3dB gain. I appologize if anybody has invented 
this or tried it before. It has a very low take-off-angle 
without a man-made ground plane. It has a top-hat and 
counterpoise per element. 


The arrow shows the direction of beaming. The signal is 
vertically polarized. The feedpoint is at "F" and is a 
pretty good match for either 50 ohm or 75 ohm coax. A 1:1 
choke/balun is needed to balance the currents. The feedpoint 
is 11 ft. off the ground. The top of the antenna is at 37 
ft. The horizontal sections on the left are 21 ft. and the 
horizontal sections on the right are 21.5 ft. The antenna 
has a gain of about 3dBi with a TOA of 22 deg at the highest 
gain point. 


I'm going to build one of these and will report how close 
EZNEC came to predicting dimensions and impedance. This 
antenna and others are described in detail on my web page:

After that, they start getting 
expensive. Rohde's book Communications Receivers is fairly good. (and 
pricey) After that, you start into specialty books: synthesizers, 
filters, uP controllers, low noise design, etc. A good filter book is 
Williams, Electronic Filter Design Handbook. Any edition is good...the 
newer editions only added some digital filter design stuff. 


As far as magazines go, QST has/had good technical articles. Ham 
Radio was good in the 70's, and Communications Quarterly. If you find an 
old stash of these, they are very good for general technical reading.

Now that the Rainbow kits are out in the world, I've been getting 
frequent messages of the form "How can I use my Rainbow Tuner with my 
G5RV/Hamstick/Windom, etc." This e-mail is a reply to those who have 
asked the question and to those who may wonder about the subject. 


Unfortunately, the answer to the question is "You probably can't". 
You see the Rainbow Tuner is a special purpose tuner designed to be used 
only with a half-wave end fed wire antenna. General purpose tuners that 
can be used to match almost any antenna have to be much more complicated 
(and expensive) than the simple one in the Rainbow. 


The intended application is described in the QRPp and QRP Quarterly 
articles presenting the Rainbow and in the descriptive material on the 
njqrp web page http: //www.njqrp.org 
Unfortunately, in their excitement to build a cute little kit, some folks 
have misunsderstood that information. 


The half wave antenna that the Rainbow is intended for is a very 
simple wire approximately one-half wave long that is simple and easy to 
use for portable hamming. An article in the upcoming issue of 72, the 
NEQRP newsletter, will have more info on EFHWA's (End-Fed Half-Wave 
Antennas). At a recent NJQRP meeting, we cut a 46 foot piece of hookup 
wire to length, strung it up to a convenient tree as a "Sloper" and made 
a QRP contact between NJ and Chicago all within 15 minutes using the 
Rainbow Tuner. 


The Rainbow's tuner circuitry is set up to transform the half-wave's 
high impedance down to 50 ohms and has a limited tuning range since the 
antenna is nearly resonant. It simply doesn't have the capability to 
cope with unpredictable impedances. 


The Rainbow manual xdoesx include a section describing in general 
terms how you might go about reconfiguring the tuner for other antennas, 
but that is a matter for the experimenter. 


On the other hand, the SWR bridge part of the Rainbow xis* useful 
with any HF antenna or tuner fed with 50 ohm coaxial cable. It operates 
automatically and is self-calibrating to give accurate SWR readings with 
HF QRP rigs in the range of about 200 mW to 5 W. And it is small 
enough to be built right into the case of even rather small QRP rigs.

Hi all, 


Received the new coil for the SLV form Vern and looks pretty good. The 
instructions are a bit "unique" but all the info is there. Problem comes 
in when you cut the screw cap jobber off of the bottom. I have a Back 
Widow and not the SD-20. The PVC wedge fitting that is supposed to go 
onto the bottom of the pole and replace the screw cap on the Black Widow 
is a touch too large inside diameter which means that the fit on the 
bottom of the Balck Widow is a bit loose and sloppy. I was just 
wondering if anyone else out there on the list has mounted this coil on 
their Black Widow and if they had some up with a good way to do this. I 
think that the fitting could just be epoxied to the bottom of the pole, 
but I would like to take up the slack with something and not just depend 
on the glue to make up the difference. I will probably use hot glue 
instead of epoxy as that is what is at hand. I have completely 
discombooberated the NOTFI coil mod on the SLV in favor of Vern's coil 
and after hacking off the screw cap, there ain't no going back as it 
were. Would really like to make the fitting on the bottom as secure as 
possible with the coil mounted up the pole now, there is extra weight 
and stress on the bottom mount and would like that to be as strong as 
possible. Any ingenious ideas out there? Please repsond to 
jessqrp@concentric.net, the source of this email, or to the list. I am 
sure that there are others out there that might like to know!
